He afterwards saw the prisoner 
handing a bottle to Connolly, who put it to 
his lips. Connolly had some papers in his 
left hand. He did not see the prisoner take 
anv money from Connolly. 

Guard 84 C said that, when charged, the 
prisoner replied that he knew nothing about 
the money. No trace of the money was 
found upon him.

DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT 


SCENE IN A DUBLIN 
CINEMA. 


ACTION FOR DAMAGES FAILS. 
(BEFORE JUDGE GLEESON.) 

The action brought by Mr. Alexander M. 
Hughes against the Metropole Cinema Com- 
pany was heard. ‘The plaintiff asked for 
£300 damages for assault alleged to have 
been committed upon him by the manager 
on the night of August 1st, 1927, and being 
forcibly ejected from the theatre. The de- 
fence was that Mr. Hughes paid for accom- 
modation in the parterre for himself and a 
young woman; that they stood at the back 
and refused to go into the seats at the 
front. As he refused to take the seats the 
manager had him put out. 

Mr. J. O’Connor, K.C., and Mr. W. F. 
Hare (instructed by Mr. Erskine), outlining 
the case for the plaintiff, said that Mr. 
Hughes at the time-in question was a 
solicitor’s apprentice, and was now a solici- 
tor. On August Ist, 1927, he went, accom- 
panied by a young lady, who was now his 
wife, to the Metropole Cinema about 7 o’clock 
in the evening. Mr. oi paid for ad- 
missign, and he and the lady stood at the 
back of the theatre as if waiting to see 
when seats would be vacant. The manager 
came along and spoke to Mr. Hughes, and 
as a result he gave an attendant orders to 
remove Mr, Hughes, with the result that 
he was forcibly ejected. 

Mr. Hughes, in his evidence, said that he 
refused to go to the front seats, as he pre- 
ferred the back. He was standing waiting 
for seating accommodation. When asked to 
leave he fia not resist the attendant, think- 
ing that it was better to go away. He 
was somewhat upset at the time, and his 
lady friend caught the attendant by the 
shoulder and an epaulette was torn off his 
coat. 

Mr. Lavery, cross-examining—After being 

ut out you were offered your money back ?— 

es; and I returned shortly afterwards, not 
to renew the encounter, but to get the 
names of the manager and the attendant. 

Mr. O’Cornor—Was the manager, when 
he told you to go to the front or get out, 
excited ’—He appeared to be annoyed about 
something. 


WIFE'S EVIDENCE. 

Mrs. Florence Hughes, wife of the plain- 
tiff, said that she explained to the attendant 
that she saw no vacant seats. 

The Judge—Did the gttendant make any 
overture to conduct you a seat ?—No; but 


I noticed the manager coming along with a 
male attendant. Mr. Hughes said to him 
that they could not find seats; I heard the 


manager say to the attendant—‘‘ Throw this 
man out,” and Mr. Hughes, while being 
thrown oat, fell at the door. A spectator 
remarked that it was disgraceful conduct. 

In answer to Mr. O'Connor, the witness 
said that she tried to hold back the atten- 
dant, and she was thunderstruck in Court 
when she heard it insinuated that Mr. 

Hughes had struck the attendant. Neither 
herself nor her husband had given any pro- 
vocation for the treatment they had re- 
ceived, She was annoyed, but Mr. Hughes 
was wonderfully cool in the circumstances. 
which, he said, were very irritating. 

Mr. Walter Parkinson gave evidence as to 
his having been in the theatre, when he was 
asked by a male attendant to go to the front. 
He said that he would stay where he was 
until he got a vacant seat. He was told by 
an attendant that he would have to go out- 
side. Similar observations were made to Mr. 
Hughes, who stumbled while he was being 
forcibly removed. He remarked that the 
treatment of Mre Hughes was disgraceful. 
Mr. Hughes did not use any bad language 
towards the manager. Witness did not be- 
oes that there were any vacant seats at the 
ront. 


_ ATTENDANTS’ EVIDENCE. 

Miss Agnes Sutton, an attendant at the 
theatre, answering Mr. Cecil Lavery, K.C., 
who, with Mr. McGuckin (instructed by 
Messrs. Corrigan and Corrigan), appeared 
for the defence, said that when she saw Mr. 
Hughes and the | standing at the barrier 
at the back of the theatre she asked them to 
go to the seats at the front, as it was a rule 
that no person was allowed to stand while 
there were vacant seats. The lady did not 
seem inclined to go, and the gentleman asked 
her if he could get a transfer to the circle. 
She told him that he could get his ticket 
changed at the cash office. Mr. Hughes said 
that he would stand where he was. then 
called a male attendant, and the manager 
came on the scene and spoke to Mr. Hughes. 
Mr. Hughes shouted at him, saying: '' You 
have no b—— right to be selling tickets when 
you have no b—— seats.”’ At the direction of 
the manager, Mr. Hughes was put out of the 
theatre. There were about seventy vacant 
seats at the front at the time. 

Miss Alice Lemon, another attendant, cor- 
roborated. She saw the lady grab the 
attendant by the collar as he was showing 
Mr. Hughes out, and witness cried out to 
her, “ Don’t choke him.” 


VACANT SEATS. 


Mr. A. Elliman, oe of the theatre, 
said that he. spoke, to .» Hughes, tellin 
him that he wotld not be allowed to stan 
in the passage while there were vacant seats. 
He refused go to the seats, and shouted 
in a loud voice: ‘‘ You have no b—— right 
to sell tickets when you have no b— 
seats."’ He requested Mr. Hughes to leave 
the theatre, and, as he refused, he directed 
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door, and witness offered him his money 
back, which he was inclined to accept, but 
the lady would not allow him. 

Mr. Lavery—Do you desire to conduct this 
theatre in a quiet and orderly manner ! 

Mr. Elliman—That has been my desire, and 
we always try to do our best. There was 
never anything like this occurrence before 
or since, 

This closed the evidence. 

The judge said that he was satisfied that 
Mr. Hughes had refused to go into the vacant 
seats, and that he was requested to 
leave the theatre, and that he refused, 
that he was then forcibly removed under 
the orders of the manager. He was also 
satisfied that no more force than was neces- 
sary had been used in removing him. The 
manager was justified in ordering the removal 
of Mr. Hughes from the theatre under the 
circumstances, and the order was lawfully 
carried out. He, therefore, dismissed the 
action. 


CATTLE DROVER’S ACTION. 

Philip Donohoe, of SBeresford street, 
Dublin, a cattle drover, sued e Dublin 
Port and Docks Board to recovery damages 


reason of the alleged negligence of the 
defendants and their servants in the storing 
of timber on their property at the North 
Wall. It appeared that on January 26, 
1928, the.plaintiff was engaged in driving a 
number of cattle towards the vessel at the 
North Wall, when a bullock rushed out and 
got entangled in a stack of timber beside 
the passage towards the ship. The plaintiff 
mounted the timber in order to free the 
animal, and while doing so some planks 
slipped down and he fell with them, and 
one ot the pieces broke his thigh. 

It was proved that the timber belonged 
to Mess#s. Brooks, Thomas and Co., and 
that the site on which it stood was leased 
by them from the Port and Docks Board, 
and, therefore, that the Board had no 


dg “mb in the matter. 
udge Gleeson said that there was no 


actionable negligence on the part of the 
Board, and he, therefore, dismissed the 
action. 


DAMAGES AGAINST KINGS- 
TOWN COUNCIL. 
(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 

Mary furlong (77), who resides at Patrick 
street, Kingstown, sued the Kingstown Urban 
District Council for damages for personal 
injuries caused by the negligence of their 
servants in the repair oí a _ footpath at 
Patrick street, in that township. 

Lawrence O’Reilly, a baker, stated that 
on August 12th. 1998, he saw the plaintiff 
slip in a hole at the kerb at the corner of 
George's street and fall forward. 

A daughter of the, plaintiff stated that 
prior to the accident her mother was active 
and only slightly deaf. As a result of the 
accident she had become entirely deaf, and 
Wo not able to move about by her- 
self. 

Mr. F. Webb, town surveyor, said that 
he inspected the path after the accident, and 
he did not think it \..s in a dangerous con- 
dition. The setts were a little loose, and 
had sunk slightly below the level of the 
path. 

The Judge held that negligence had been 
proved, and gave a decree for £25. 


MOTOR VAN DRIVER’S 
INJURIES. 


COMPENSATION CLAIM. 
(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 


Francis J, Kiely sought compensation from 
the Dublin ‘Zapressand Mail and Mr. Hamii- 
ton, automobile engineer, 28 Dawson street, 
Dublin, for injuries, which, he alleged, he 
had received in the course of his employ- 
ment as motor van driver.

BRITAIN EXPECTED TO PAY. 

Thus, practically the whole cost of the 
settlernent would fall upon Great Britain. 

The British delegates are not in: the 
least inclined, nor do they feel authorised, 
to accept such an arrangement, and it 
may be hoped that they will receive the 
juli support of their Government. 

What has occurred is nothing less than 
an agreement\on the part of the delegates 
of the other ¢reditor Powers and oí the 
United States to accept a settlement, 
against which only Great Britain would
